and costs or confinement in the station 
house, or both, as shal] seem expedient 
or proper umder the circumstances.”’ 

The Law in the Code. 

Under this law, it is very evident that 
for a oontempt the recorder can only 
semtence to imprisonment in the station 
house ff a fine is not paid. The refer- 
ence to “refusing to abide any sentence 
or order of the court’’ is taken as ap- 
plying to escapes from the stockade and 
the chaingang. If this is true, then the 
recorder cannot sentence an escape ex- 
cept to imprisonment in the station 
house. 

Section 1779 of the city code says: 
“When any person is comvicted of any 
offense against the laws and ordinances 
shall 
be discretionary with the court to pun- 
ish such offenders by ordering them to 
work on the streets or public works of 
the city.”

It was on the morning of April /2, 
1862 that Captain Fuller’s train ‘trom 
Atlanta stopped at Big Shanty for break- 
fast. At Martetta a number of men 
boarded the train all wearing citizen's 
clothing each one ticketeg to different 
points. When the train stopped at Big 
Shanty and Captain Fuller and En- 
gwineer Cain entered the eating house 
the men who had boarded the train at 
Marietta emerged from the coach as 
Andrews, leader of the party, stepped 
to the door and called them. The full 
details of the work were arranged the 
night before in a room in a Marletta 
hotel. Bach man went quietly about 
his task ang within two or three minutes 
after the train's crew had sat dawn to 
breakfast one of the raiders, an engin- 
eer—there were three engincers in the 
party—and another man climbed upon 
the engine. Andrews stepped in front 
of the foreward passenger car ‘ust as 
though he was discharging « duty and 
drew the coupling pin. There were three 
box cars in front of the passenger coach 
and into one of theSe the men had ai- 
ready jumped. Then stepping to the 
engine Andrews jumped aboard, the en. 
gineer opened the throttle and the train 
stealers were off. Captain Fuller was 
sitting at the breakfast table facing the 
train. He heard the exhaust and look- 
ing up saw his train, at least a portion 
of it drawing away. Leaping to his feet 
he rushed for the door and as he reached 
it he saw the last box car disappearing 
around the curve a short distance up 
the road. Captain Fuller @idn’t 
to consider the situation but on foot 
started up the track after the fleeing 
train. A mile away he secured a hand 
car and with Anthony Murphy, now one 
of Atlanta’s prominent citizens. and En- 
gineer Cain, and a volunteer or two 
started after the General, for that was 
the engine which was pulling away from 
him, 

The story of that chase and the sub- 
sequent capture of Captain Andrews and 
his party has been told in prose and in 
poetry. How Fuller, when he found his 
hand car stopped by torn awuy rails 
carried it over and renewed the chase: 
how he secured the Yonah, a spur track 
engine and came in sight of the fugi- 
tives; how Andrews bluffed and deceiy- 
ed conductors of meeting trains so that 
he might get by; how he tore up track 
time and time again; how the wires 
were cut; how cross ties were thrown 
irom the fugitive train to wreck the 
pursuers—this and more has been told.
